SUDDEN DEATH OP A DYNAMITE CONSPJB- 


ATOB. 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—A man died suddenly 


to-day in South London, and a search of 
his apartments and his person disclosed 
the fact that the deceased was an Amer- 
ican, and that he was a member of a 
dynamite conspiracy. The police have as 
yet been unable to arrest any of the con- 
spirators, as no overt act has been com- 
mitted by them. The inquest will be held 
to-morrow, when full disclosures will be 
made. 


THE DEAD DTKAMITBB. 


The dynamiter who died at his lodgings 


in South London yesterday has been as- 
certained to have been a dynamiter of the 
old school, whose methods, as shown by 
the evidence he left behind him, were of 
the kind that 
no dynamiter of the 


present day employed. The chief witness- 
es at the inquest will be the police, but 
alt Dough their information concerning the 
deceased is full and accurate, their testi- 
mony will merely rehearse the old, old 
story. Not a single new scheme is sug- 
gested by the belongings and recent history 
of the dead man, and it is ascetained by 
the Scotland Yard authorities that what- 
ever he might have attempted to do would 
have been Prostrated at the outset, so 
thoroughly conversant are they with the 
mode of procedure—adhering to fixed 
rules—pursued by dynamiters of this class. 
The authorities at Scotland Yard had 
almost completed the evidence against the 
man necessary to enable them to arrest 
him, when he suddenly died. The circum- 
stances of the death were BO suspicious 
that the detectives ordered the coroner to 
hold an inquest, which promises some sen- 
sational revelations. It has transpired 
that the practice of patroling the river in 
front of the palace at Westminster (tho 
House of Commons), which was aban- 
doned soms time ago, was recently re- 
sumed by the police, and still continues. 


BEATBIOE'S BABIES. 


Tne fecundity of the Princess Beatrice 


is the general topic of comment, and sug- 
gests the possibility o£ a strenuous op- 
position on the part of the Radicals at the 
next session of Parliament to further 
grants to members of the reigning family. 
There is nothing new in this, to bs sure, 
but as it ia only eleven months since 
Beatrice gladdened the heart of her 
mother by ushering into this world her 
first pensioner upon the bounty of the peo- 
ple of England, the time seems to have ar- 
rived -when it is necessary to formulate 
stipulations limiting the frequency and 
number of children to be provided for, or 
curtailing the usual allowance for such 
purposes. 


DK. ALFRED BUSSELL WALLACE, 


the distinguished entomologist, scientist 
and author, will hold a grand reception 
in Exeter Hall on the evening of November 
1, the honor being conferred on him by 
the apostles of land nationalization.

DID THEY MAKE A MISTAKE? 


Since the above was written the RE- 


PUBLICAN reporter has examined the 
eqanlized returns on the books in charge 
of Clerk Hardy, and it appears that the 
special committee has made an error in 
the figures. The equalized tax valuation 
for 1886 was $9,000,845; for 1887, the 
present year, it is 89,011,044, which is 
$13,799 in excess ot 1886, instead of a re- 
duction, and by the 75 cents limit the 
county could realize on the 1887 valua- 
tion a total of nearly $68,000. It is fig- 
ured by the committee that it will require 
about $40,000 a year for county purposes 
On this basis, each year the county could 
have left at least $25,000 from taxes to 
put into the court house fund. The com- 
mitte may not have to recommend that 
the court house question shall be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people.

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A Probable Ticket War. 


It IB stated by the Chicago Tribune 


that there is every indication that a rup- 
ture between the Wabash and Alton will 
take place before many days which will 
result in a war on passenger rates be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis. Some 
time ago an agreement was entered into 
between the Wabash and the other roads 
between Chicago and St. Louis for the 
maintenance of unilorra rates, but it has 
not been well maintained, and ever since 
its adoption the Alton and Wabash have 
been preferring charges against each 
other for violations of the same. A short 
time ago the Wabash charged the Alton 
with violation of the agreement by carry- 
ing the Hanions' Fantasma company in 
a special train, at special rates, contrary 
to the agreement. Tho arbitrators, Chair- 
man Daniels, of the Central Traffif Asso- 
ciation, and Abbott, oC tho Western 
States Passenger Association, wlio had 
the matter under investigation, have 
found that the action of the Alton was in 
violation of the cgreemenr, and no good 
reason could be assigned for it. As the 
aereeinent does not provide penalties.the 
Wubnsh does not think the decision alone 
is any balm for its wounded fpelmgs, and 
desires better satisfaction. It is stated 
that the Wabash contemplates giving 
notice of withdrawal from the agreement 
at once.

The English pick- 
pocket is the best known—he is seen 
everywhere—but he is not the moft 
clever.

He is most at 
home at the races, but even there 
never forgets the rules of prudence 
that guide him elsewhere. The fever 
of betting renders the crowd careless. 
Bets are made, and the horses start, 
followed by a thousand anxious eyes. 
Around they go. Now they draw near 
the wire. The crowd bursta into an 
uproar, an instant later the air is filled 
with the mingled cries of triumph for 
the winners and the sullen roar of dis- 
appointment of the losers. The only 
man in the crowd who escapes the gen- 
eral excitement is the pickpocket Hit 
face is calm, his head is cool, and his 
body, almost glued to that of his vic- 
tim's, is motionless.

—the English, Russians, Poles, and 
Germans—are cold, methodical, auda- 
cious, and persistent. 
They rarely 


abandon the victim they have determ- 
ined to despoil. The German is an ^b- 
cellent tireur a Pesbrouffe, 
a very old 


kind of robbery, consisting in violently 
running against a person and profiting 
from his confusion by picking his pock- 
ets. He seldom frequents the races or 
crowded stores, but may be seen at the 
banks, where he watches persons that 
draw money and sees into which 
pocket they put it. The Germans also 
excel in the volauradtn, which consists 
in profiting from the momentary inat- 
tention of a cashier to make off with his 
money. 


"The Italian pickpocket knows his 


extreme cleverness. He is conscious of 
his superiority, and he laughs at every 
European police force. He boldly re- 
peats his robberies at the same locality, 
although aware that complaints have 
awakened the attention of the police. 
Full of confidence in his art, and enjoy- 
ing his triumphs, he ends, however, by 
falling into their hands. If he had the 
prudence of the English pickpocket he 
could defy all detectives of the uni- 
verse. He is the artist of pickpockets, 
but, yielding to his southern ardor, ho 
is caught by his obstinate presence in 
the same crowd. He never abandons a 
favorite place until he has stolen all 
that he can possibly steal. In an inter- 
national reunion of pickpockets he 
would be unanimously chosen presi- 
dent. When he has thrown his eye on 
a pocket, his address denes all compe- 
tion. By a movement so natural that 
it escapes notice he feels of a pocket, 
weighs a purse, and appropriates it 
with the greatest dexterity. When en- 
gaged at his work he often purposely 
excites the attention of his victim by a 
slight and apparently accidental touch, 
whioh permits him to present his ex- 
cuses in a most amiable and gracious 
manner. In point of dexteiity the 
Spaniard is his rival. He operates un- 
ostentatiously, with suppleness and 
lightness of hand.buthis movements are 
not stamped with that charming grace 
rhe secret of which the Italian alone 
possesses. 


"The pickpocket never wears a glove 


on hi* right hand, and to conceal his 
movements )io frequently curries a 
light oveicoat on his loft arm. In 
winter an overcoat on the arm would 
excite suspicion, and hence he carries 
then a large handkerchief, which he 
pretends to unfold to put around his 
leek. At churches, balls, cafes, thea- 
ters, the hat takes the place of the 
overcoat and handkerchief. In the 
slang of these malefactors, he who 
taken the purse is called the mam 
;hand). The aids are called nonnes. 
They are the pupils, the accomplices. 
They must place themselves between le 
main and the crowd for the further se- 
curity of the former. It is their busi- 
ness to look out for the detectives and 
X) dispose of the victim in the way most 
convenient for le main—whether by 
elbowing and jostling him moie or less 
vigorously or by attracting his atten- 
tion from tho operator. 
The latter, in 


order to conceal his right hand, raises 
his left arm, on which rests his over- 
coat, so that the overcoat covers the 
pocket that he intends to explore. 
What precautions, what delicacy and 
lightness of touch he must employ, to 
come off successfully! Two fingers 
only are introduced into the pocket 
Ughtly they raise the pocket-book, 
which for an instant is held suspended 
so that its owner shall not feel the 
sudden lightening of bis pocket. At 
this moment the nonne, who is behind, 
pushes the victim slightly, when the 
latter, turning about, ceases to see und 
to feel what is going on. If the sum 
to be stolen is large, the pickpocket 
o'ten maneuvers a long time with his 
victim. He quits him, finds him again, 
and never abandons him until he has 
got his money, unless, his eagerness 
overcoming his ordinary prudence, he 
is detected. In this case the nonnes 
come to his aid and endeavor to get 
him off before the arrival of the 
police, in which effort they usually 
succeed. 
An experienced detective 


is not satisfied with arresting the 
main; he wants the accomplices. This 
is why the main passes the stolen 
articles to the first nonne, who passes 
them to the second, and so on to the 
last of the band. This action is doubly 
advantageous to the mam. 
Surprised 


by his victim, he has nothing on him, 
and that permits him to protest his in- 
nocence with vehement indignation. If 
the main is arrested by an inexperi- 
enced agent of police, his protestations 
are usually successful, for nothing 
compromising is found oia his person, 
and the agent is afraid of making a 
mistake." 


"How many robberies of this kind

"Tour or five hundred. At least two-

By the barest accident h» 
was arrested. Ttvo detectives that hap- 
pened to »e passing *aw Mm throw 
something into a cellar window. A.. 
pocket-book struck one of the bam of 
the window and: bounded back upon 
the pavement. The fellow was arrested 
and taken to the station, where over 
12,000 francs were found upon his per- 


In the cellar, -which had not been 


used for a long time, were found more 
than 150 pocket-books. 


"The ruses these raseals-often em» 


ploy are exceedingly shrewd. An old 
pickpocket, with whom I have had 
some dealings, told me ft story, not 
long ago, about a magistrate in the 
provinces who thought himself alto- 
gether too smart for pickpockets. 'You 
need,' he said, 'to take only a few very 
simple precautions to baffle them com- 
pletely. I always put my pocket-book 
into a double pocket that my wife has 
made between my vest and my shirt 
With my overcoat buttoned from top to 
bottom over this secret pocket, I think 
the pickpockets would have to be pret- 
ty cunning to steal my money.' He 
went to the fair and defied every un- 
known passer-by in whom he thought 
he recognized the famous pickpockets 
of whom he had talked so much. As 
an extra precaution he held his hands 
carefully crossed over his breast—a 
certain sign for the pickpocket that 
that WAS where his money was secured. 
This is the way he was despoiled of it: 
A long, thin lamp-wick was dextrously 
pot down his back and lighted at an 
end left above his coat collar. The 
mains and nonnes awaited results. 
When the fire reached his neck he 
yelled and hopped about like a mad- 
man, 
and the mains kindly rushed to 


his assistance. They found it neces- 
sary, of course, to strip off his coat, and 
it hardly need be told that his money 
was soon in their possession. 


"The imagination of pickpockets is 


fertile in ingenious stratagems. 
They 


smell out, as it were, the good tricks 
to take, and like to operate on a large 
scale. When a big robbery has been 
planned, and the robbers are sure of a 
big stake, every means is put in use to 
obtain it 
Their intelligence always 


gives birth to the shrewdest combina- 
tions. Not long ago a wealthy con- 
tractor drew sixty-five thousand francs 
from a bank, put it into a small hand- 
satchel, and got into a carriage to be 
driven to the Hotel de Ville. The car- 
riage had not gone three hundred feet 
before the money was stolen. The 
thing seemed inexplicable, but it had 
seen easy enough tor the robbers The 
carrittge had scarcely left the bank 
when several persons rushed into the 
street and picked up a man who was 
screaming as if frightfully injured. 
It 


was supposed that he had been run 
over by an omnibus which had just 
gone by at a rapid pace. In appear- 
inee he seemed seriously wounded. In 
reality he was not hurt at all, and just 
lere was the mystery of the robbery. 
The clever thieves had invented this 
scheme to attract attention, and thanks 
to its success an accomplice of the 
pretended wounded man had stolen 
the satchel from the carriage while the 
owner was leaning out of the window 
to see what had happened." 


'In this class of pickpockets you 


bare designated only men; bnt among 
the women yon must have found curi- 
ous types?" 


"Not many. You see them at the 


railroad stations, at the boat landings, 
at the theaters, on the promenades, in 
the museums, and in the large stores. 
They attack only women. They are 
Intelligent, shrewd and audacious. 
Germany sends us the greatest number 
of female pickpockets, but they are 
not the most adroit. 
The English 


women have carried this kind of rob- 
bery almost to the height of an 
art 
Maneuvering from choice with 


the left hand, they always keep 
the 
right 
hand 
gloved. 
Span- 


ish women are easily recognized. 
Small, sprightly, dark skinned, they 
slip Into the crowds with great vivacity. 
If they are warned that a detective is 
near, they turn to him and try to en- 
gage him in conversation. The French 
women are skillful, but too much occu- 
pied with the practical results of rob- 
bery to succeed. They are always in 
a hurry to ascertain the contents of 
their stolen purses, and this often 
leads to their capture. 


The women are constantly inventing 


new tricks in the art of stealing. In 
a large store, the other day, a woman 
was detected who carried a baby of 
eighteen or twenty months old on her 
left arm, with its legs and feet hang- 
Ing down in such a way as to conceal 
her work with her right hand. At the 
opportune moment she lightly tickled 
the child's legs with her left hand while 
with her right she rummaged in the 
pockets of the lady customers. If the 
person whose pocket she was picking 
felt a touch and turned upon her, she 
gave the baby a few taps, saying: 
••Keep your feet still; you will soil 
madame's dress," which was sufficient 
to avert all suspicion. A new kind 
of pickpocket was lately discovered. 
It was a boy, hardly ten years old, 
captured at an omnibus station. With 
his hands in his overcoat pockets he 
despoiled victim after victim, and if 
any of them were inclined to suspect 
him they were reassured by his inof- 
fensive attitude. As for pockets, the 
overcoat had only the exterior open- 
ings, and the boy could thrust his hands 
among the crowd without taking them 
out of what appeared to be his pockets." 
—Chicago Times.
